Shop Men Are Out 


OPMEN STRIKE! 


Buddies Talk Over Old Days 


Ten O'Clock Comes and Union Men Obey Strike 


Call, Laying Down Their Tools 
Local 


Men Join Suspension of Work. 


Approximately thirty-four railway shopmen struck in 


Danville at ten. o'clock this morning*, their action being the 
first definite news that the strike of this classification of la- 
bor men had not been averted by overnight effort. 
About 


fifteen shopmen of the Southern Railway laid down their 
tools and quietly went home, while at the shops of the Dan- 
ville and Western Railway, a subsidiary of the Southern, 
nineteen out of a full force of thirty men went out. Those of 
the thirty who -remained were men in classifications 
not 


affected by the strike order, it was said. 


At Southern Railway headquarters, 
controlling the 


Northern Division, it was said that the walk out by the men 
would not affect the operation of passenger or freight trains. 
The strike if it gets no worse than it is will run on for sev- 
eral days until the amount df work known as running repairs 
begins to swamp the available force. 
Local freight will 


probably be the first to suffer. An entirely optimistic view 
was expressed at headquarters where it was intimated that 
office men who had had railway experience would take off 
their coats and go to work for the company if necessary. 
"We expect to run trams without interruption" was the 
message given to the press. 


/Major Theo Parker, superintendent of the Danville and 


Western, said this morning that he was notified last night 
that the shopmen would quit at ten o'clock today and at that 
hour the men struck. 
Major Parker said there would be no 


interruption of service and stated that the company would 
adopt the policy of hiring men to take the place of those who 
have gone out. 


E. B. Roach, chairman of the committee in charge of the 


strike movement here was reached this afternoon, and he 
said that between 50 and 60 men had walked out in Danville. 
"If there is a union man in the classification called out who 
has not answered the strike call, I do not know it," he said. 
He staled that besides shopmen, answering the call axe ma-' 
chinists, boiler men. car men, blacksmiths and helpers, and 
they are* prepared to stay out until orders are received from 
headquarters. 


He would not'venture any assertion as to the number 


of men who are out, in the Northern Division, neither could 
he say how long it would be for rail traffic to feel the effect 
of the strike. 


THOUSANDS JOIN THE WALKOUT

dropped their tools today and joined the nation-wide strike. 
Early reports indicated that shop mechanics and helpers 
generally throughout the country were joining the walkout 
with about fifty thousand already reported to have quit 
work.

Two Members of Force De 


clare On Stand Spry Was 
Dangerous Man and That 
He Had Threatened to 
Kill Gamble. 


GREENSBORO, N C, July _!.— 
States Gamble, on trial for his life for 
the murder of M C. Sprj on May 29. 
took the bland in his own defense 
yesterday 
afternoon 
and declared 
that he shot onl> when he thought 
his own life was ir. danger. 


Gamble was on the stand for about 


•45 minutes and, in 
the 
opinion of 


many people in the courtroom, made 
an excellent witness in his own de- 
fense. 


Spry, said Gamble, had slipped his 


hand_m the inside of his coat as if to 
draw"a weapon before the shooting 
occurred 
Gamble also declared that 


Spiy had threatened bis life several 
jears ago 


S P. Walker, who declared he saw 


the shooting, corroborated the state- 
ment made bj Gamble that Spry had 
slipped his hand inside of his coat 
just before 
Gamble fired. Walker 


also declared that he saw some man 
go to the 
body immediately 
after 


Spry had fallen and lean over him. 
Walker did not know, however, if 
anj thing had 
been removed 
from 


Spry's pockets 


M. S Hopper, a member of the 


Schoolfield. Ala, police force, and D. 
L Kennedy, also of Schjolfield, testi- 
fied that sometime in May, 1920, Spry 
told them that he intended to kill 
Gamble if it took him 10 years, that 
Gamble had 
"turned him up 
for 
stealing an automobile, and that he 
intended to get even " Both men tes- 
tified that they had informed Gamble j 
of the threat. Both declared that' 
they considered Spry a dangerous 
man. 


In direct examination Gamble de- 
clared that he did not know until a 
short time before ihe shooting that 
Spry was in the city. 
He met him 


near the Huffine hotel. Spry threat- 
ened him, he said, and he went into 
the HufSne hotel barber shop in an 
effort to evade Spry. But Spry fol- 
lowed. Finally Spry left the barber 
shop and in a few minutes. Gamble 
also left 
He met Spry, according to 
his testbnony,--a few—steps from the 
barber shop door where the shooting 
took place. 
He did not know how 
many times he shot. He thought, he 
said, that hd shot four times, but of- 
ficers told him the gun was fired five 
times 


Gamble told of his movements for 


the past several years. He has lived, 
he stated, in Danville, Va.. most of 
the time since 1915 
He had never 


been in any serious trouble there, he 
declared with the exception of hav- 
ing been cut in a fight there ^several 
years ago. 


On cross examination he admitted 
that he had served a term of 30 days" 
on the road of Pittsylvama county, 
Virginia, for carrying a concealed 
weapon 
He admitted that he* had 


struck Dick Jones, of Kannapolis, in 
the head with a beer bottle, and that 
in a fight in Charlotte several years 
ago he had hit a man wuh a black- 
jack. 
He wab s>hot, he stated, in 


Chester, Pa, in 1918 
He denied that 


he was a professional gambler 
Hf 
stated that with the exception of on« 
time he has aiwavs been on friendlj 
terms with his wife that an estran- 
glement which lasted for about 30 
days was due to his heavy drinking-, 
which he has quit 
Solicitor Bower 
asked the name of the woman wBe 
visited him a. number of times im 
-mediately after the 
shooting 
buf 


counsel for defense objected and the 
objection was sustained. Gamble was 
nervous on the stand 
He talked so 
last that the court stenographer was 
compelled to ask him to speak slow- 
er a number of times. 


Mrs. M C Spry, widow of the dead 


man, 
was the first witness placed of 


the starid for the state 
Mrs. Sprj 
taking the stand immediately aftet 
the jury had been selected, the 13 
men being selected at 11:30 o'clock 
yesterday morning. 


Mrs. 
Spry was almost certain th»' 


her husband had no gun. She wet 
with him to the hospital, she saiAi 
after the shooting and no gun Tnu 
found 
She did not see the shooting 
but heard the shots and reached h«t 
husband's side only a few minuter 
after he had fallen. She knew then 
was some trouble between Spry and 
Gamble in connection^with the 
al- 


leged report to officers by Gamble of 
a car theft committed by her hus- 
band. She stated that she tried tt 
keep her husband in the passengei 
station waiting room but that he left 
anyway. She was in the waiting 
room, she declared, when the shoot- 
ing took place. 


Mrs Spry's statement that her hus- 
band had no weapon was corroborat- 
ed by Ruffln Carter, of the Haner 
Funeral 
home, who reached 
the 
scene of the shooting a few minutes 
after the occurrence and who took 
Spry to the hospital where his clothes 
were searched. The only things found 
in the dead mans' pockets; said Car- 


ket 
ter describ 
Spry. One bullet entered th« left ab> 
domen, one pierced thte chin, orie en* 
tered the back of the left sabuldc* 
and two struck Sprr, about thfr mid- 
dle of the back.

Schoolfield Industrial Democracy cel- 
ebrated the close of their third legis- 
lative year last night at Hylton Hall 
with member* also of the "cabinet 
attending. 
More than 160 men and 


woman—for there !• a sprinkling of 
women In the lawmaking bodies of 
the wxtll* village—attended the ban- 
quet. H. R. Fitzgerald president of 
the mill and a leading spirit in the 
progress of the vast organization oc- 
cupying the chair. 


Both 
legislative branches have 


finished their year's work and next 
Wednesday will see the workers in 
the mill electing half of the member- 
•hip of the house which numbers 121. 
The nominations for vacancies have 
been made there being two candidates 
for every vacancy. 
The voting will 
take place in every department be- 
tween the hours of eight and eleven 
and by two o'clock the result of the 
election will have 1>een canvassed by 
the special committee appointed for 
that purpose. This year, It 
seems, 
more women have been nominated 
and It is said that If they are success- 
ful *t the polls there will be about 
25 members In the "House." 
Two 
weeks hence the 'House' will meet 
and will organize for the legislative 
year electing a speaker to replace J. 
W. Jackson, a weaver who for the 
past year has held that position with 
no small degree of merit according to 
his conferee*. 
The meeting last night 
reflected 
above all things a. sense of patisfac- 
tion over the working out in a prac- 
tical way of the novel industrial pol- 
icy founded by John Leltch. 
There 
was an impressive earnestness about 
the speakers, the thoughts expressed 
were practical rather than ideal and 
there was a sense of harmonious col- 
laboration strikingly in contrast with 
turbulencs which today finds expres- 
sion in the world of labor in differ- 
ent parts of this continent. 
After an appetizing supper'had been 
served the decks were cleared for or- 
atory and H- R. Fitzgerald spoke for 
nearly an hour reviewing past accom- 
plishments of Schoolneld's Industrial 
Democracy, its more recent achieve- 
ments and reviewing the varied phas- 
es of community effort revealing do- 
mestic and industrial life unified by 
a spirit of forward looking determi- 
nation. First he emphasized the nec-
